St. Petersburg, Sept. 6—"We are 


not afraid of executions within 24 
hours, as bombs act within 24 sec- 
onds. 
The government can kill in- 


dividuals, but it cannot kill ideas." 


This is the gist of the reply made 


by the revolutionaries to the program, 
of governmental reforms announced 
in a communication last night. Only 
sarcastic comments are heard upon 
the new policy which 
provides-for 


military court martials for political 
crimes, increased penalties for revolu- 
tionary propaganda, 
Zeinstvos and 


greater provincial autonomy for Pol- 
and and- the Baltic provinces, estab- 
lishment of an income tax, reform of 
the civil police and removal of use- 
less restrictions upon Jews. 


Opinions generally regard the gov- 


ernment's program as a weak and 
half-way measure which will not do 
the slightest good. 
The people ask 


how the Czar hopes to stop agitation 
for reformation of the central gov- 
ernment by granting provincial aU- 
tonOmy which cannot be enforced, as 
.owing to strikes a state of'extraor- 
dinary defense has been prbcliimeil 
in nearly every province. How will 
the government be ab!6 to' collect an7 
income tax when it has been unable to 
collect the more simple direct taxes, 
it is askecL, 
. No ri .o.Jii can be seen, either, for 
the reform of the civil police, when 
prisoners can be tried at court mar- 
tials by the military police and con- 
demned without witnesses 
being 


heard in their behalf, as the new pro- 
gram provides. 


The establishment of extraordinary 


military courts to try political pris- 
oners is regarded as ending the wa- 
vering reign of justice in the empire.

can perform the work formerly done 
by three men, how 
long 
will the 


strike of 500 iron molders in the 
foundry shops of Chicago last? 


This new labor problem has been 


propounded by Secretary 
Blitchford 


of the Metal Trades association who 
believes he has found the answer. 


As an experiment 100 molding ma- 


chines recently were installed in the 
big foundries where it had been found 
impossible to secure strike breakers 
to replace the foundrymen who walk- 
ed out May 1. The trial proved suc- 
cessful, according to employers who 
nssert the machines turned 
out as 


much work as 
three 
skilled 
iron 


molders. 


Orders immediately wore sent 
to 


Xew York for r>00 more of the "strike 
breaking" machines, and the factor- 
ies are running night and day in an 
effort to turn them out as speedily 
as possible. 


In Chicago and Milwaukee where 


the strike of the molders also is in 
progress it was predicted 1300 ma- 
chines will be in operation "before an- 
other month. 
The 
substitution of 


machinery for 
men is not new in 


strikes, but this is the first time in 
ib*> nipJory of labor 
disputes, it is 


said. That it has been tried on so ex- 
tensive a scale.

Greater Provincial Authority, Zemtt- 


vos For Poland and Abolition of 
Useless Restrictions on Jews—Pen- 
alty Tor 
Revolutionary Agitation 


Increased. 


St. Petersburg, Sept 6.—An official 


communication embodying the whole 
government 
program 
IB published 


here. The program embraces courts- 
martial for political crimes and an in- 
crease of the penalties for revolution- 
ary propaganda, and expresses a firm 
determination to preserve order. It 
also promises a liberal measure of re- 
form and that useless lestrictions on 
Jews shall be abolished forthwith. 
Measures are promised in the diiec- 
tion of greater provincial autonomy. 
Zernstvos will be introduced m Poland 
and the Baltic provinces. An income 
tax will be instituted. Reforms in the 
police and other public services are 
also promised. 


The communication, which was is- 


sued after protracted discussion by 
Premier Stolypin and the council of 
ministers, leaves the situation but 
little altered. 
The one thing evident 


is- that the premier intends to carry 
out broad reforms on one hand and to 
pursue a policy of repression on the 
other. 
The establishment of court- 


martial- for political crimes signifies 
the supplanting of the civil courts 
' wherever extraordinary insecurity ex- 
ists. An imperial ukase instituting 
this law was issued after the publica- 
tion of the 'communication. It em- 
powers governor geneials, where mar- 
tial law or extraordinary insecurity 
exists, to place civilians or military 
men charged with crime upon trial 
before a military court consisting of 
five officers, the trial to take not 
longer than 72 hours from the begin- 
ning of the process to the execution 
of the verdict.
